Report From FKevansville, Ind.— Measles. 


Surgeon Stoner reports, May 16: 

Three hundred and fifteen cases of measles have been reported since 
May 1. Three deaths are reported, two with complication. ‘The first 
case was observed in the latter part of February in a child of a family 
recently arrived. There were 12 cases reported in the month of Feb- 
ruary, 30 in the month of March, and 356 in the month of April, which 
is 10 more cases than has ever before been reported during the same 
month.

Reports received from the board of health at Indianapolis, Ind., 
show, for the week ended May 5, 690 cases; week ended May 12, 702 
cases, 6 deaths. Census population, 169,164. 


Report from Vaneeboro, Me.—Smallpox in Nova Scotia ectinet— Train 
enspection. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Young reports, May 13: 

Six days ended May 10, 1907. Inspected 15 trains, carrying about 
800 passengers; vaccinated 10. Health officers of Nova Scotia report 
that smallpox is completely stamped out.
